The London Tinus gives tlie follow- 
ing graphic description of Yakoob 
Kahn, who would doubtless have suc- 
ceeded to tho throne of Afghanistan, 
had hejreated the British with that 
respect^ to^which ' they were entitled. 
The 2'ime8 says:— His career in ttie his- 
torv of his country commenced very 
shortly after his iiitorv^w ^7ith the 
well-known HunP'«:V^n,;tra7e!|er, Ar- 
MINIU3 Vamp-;'''' 'or in 1864 SnEUF 
Ali's br'-""^""^ disputed 'his pot— ^--'lon 
of iJtj crown; and Yakooi' Kuan was 
ieft in command at tho recently cap- 
tured fortress of Herat. While SnERH 
Ali was carrying ou tho war with a 
varying fortune, victorious at Kujboaz, 
routed at Shaikhabad, losing his eldest; 
son in'sthe former figiit, and deserted 
by his'-best General, ilAnoMED Rei"ik 
on tho eve of the latter, but in tho end 
expelled from Caudabnr and and all tho 
eastern country, Yakoob Kuan was 
slowly but surely consolidating his rule 
over Herat and Ferrah, and propitiat- 
ing, in so far as ho was able, tho 
Northern Khau of Maimene. So it 
happened that when Shere Ali suf- 
fered Lis last overthrow beneath tho 
walls of Knelat i-Gunji and fled to 
Herat, ho had not abandoned all hope 
of restoring the declining fortunes of 
his cause. During three years Yakooij 
KiiAK had preserved peace in tho west, 
and had restrained tho Persians, and 
had sent many a welcome contingent 
of hardy troops to tho scene of battle 
in Candahar and Cabul. There was 
yet one chance loft, but tho dogreo of 
success that might be attained no long- 
er rested with Siiere Ali. In tho 
field of battle he had been worsted 
both by Azni and Abderraii.max, and 
his own reputation had become dim- 
med by disaster. The fate of Cabul 
trembled in the balance when its real 
arbiter advanced on < Oandahat;;- in the 
early days of 1868. The city fell at 
once after a sharp fight in the outskirts 
of tho town, and then once more Can- 
dahar became Siiere Ali's base for the 
re-conquest of Cabul. In the mean- 
while tho di.sintegrating causes in the 
confederacy of tho Bardoksai . brothers 
were beginning to become manifest, 
On Afzul's death, his youngest broth- 
er, AziM, seized the reins of power, and 
and relegated Abderrahjian to the 
minor post of Governor of Balkh. His 
own son, Surwar Khan, had just been 
driven out of Candahar by Yakoob 
Kuan. ABDERBAUMiLN's hostility was 
scarcely concealed to his uncle, Azim, 
who evidently desired to found a dy- 
nasty of his own, and Abderrahman, 
knowing tho ability of the man, must 
have dreaded tho contingency as al- 
most inevitable. Whatever claims 
AziM may have had to tho admiration 
of his countrymen as a wise statesman, 
he forfeited it by his tyranny once he 
came to supreme control. So at first 
the joint array of Shere Ali and Ya- 
koob Khan encountered little opposi- 
tion. Cabul, after an absence of more 
than three years, was entered in tri- 
umph;' and south of the Hindoo Koosh 
there remained no rebel. Aztu in the 
meanwhile had fled to Balkh to join 
his nephew, and in tho face of the 
great emergency they each agreed to 
forego their jealousies. With a large 
force they advanced towards Cabul, 
but their adversary had been more 
prompt. Yakoob Khan held the 
Bamian^Pass OS they came forth from 
the Sighan Valley, and worsted them 
in a pitched encounter. But they 
found their retreat cut oft. Tho Khan 
of Maimeno had declared for SufeRE 
Ali, and was operating in their i-ear. 
They had no hope left now, except in 
making one desperate rush on the cap- 
ital and surprising -Shere Ali. But 
each of their schemes was frustrated. 
They crossed the Hindoo Koosh by a 
pass to the east of Bamian, but Ya- 
koob Khan was close behind, driving 
them before him. Past Cabul they 
fled with tho young chief : hpt on: their 
track, until they ttirneti'to ba^ in sheer 
despair in the neighborhood of &hizhi. 
Routed there, they fled-' 4.6' ' 'Persia, 
where AziM died, and Abderraiiman 
passed on to Kokand and the Ru.ssian 
territory. The five years' war had at 
last terminated, but its close brought 
credit to Yakoob Khan alone. Since 
then Yakoob has been Governor of 
Cabul {1869), of Caiidahar (1870), and, 
ufi *=x:a. brief nxih, of Herat, (1871. In 
great capacity tliat he liad d'emoiisTrat- 
ed on the field of battle; but Shere 
Ali feared him still. Ho recognized 
his superior, and ho believed tho ties 
of blood would prove but a elight re- 
Btraint.upon the impulses of ambition. 
Kakoob Khan is said to have intrigued 
with P^rBia and coquetted with Russia. 
There aro some who declare that ho 
has loudly proclaimed his hostility to 
England, and Shere Ali himself en- 
deavored once tn make him appear as a 
Russophile; but all these assertions are 
mere idle rumors. On tho other hand, 
he certainly expressed in; 1872 to Capt. 
Marsh very friendly sentiments to- 
ward us, and had commenced the study 
of English as a proof of his good feel- 
ing toward our country. It was short- 
ly after this interview with the author 
of "A Ride Through Islam" that he 
camq to Cabul, trusting to a ' safe con- 
duct from Siiere Ali, and it was then 
that he was imprisoned, while his 
younger brother, Ayoob Khan, threat- 
ened in Herat, was"glad;to:find safety 

in Persia. ' " f '

Lord Dundreary ofT the stage is not 
tho sybarite of fourteen night-ahirts. 
The home of Mr. Sothem is a most 
comfortable one — it is even elegant in 
detail; the artist temperament governs 
all its nooks and crannies ; but it is 
planted in the busiest part of the town 
and there is no pretence about it. Tho 
absence of even the genteel ostentation 
is marked. Large (ire insuranco offices 
occupy the ground floor of the house ; 
tho drawing-room windows look down 
upon busy Bond street; over the way 
is a great drapery establishment ; tho 
roa;' of Oxford street salutes tho ear 
noisily. You must turn within, to re- 
mind yourself that you aro in the homo 
of an artist, and a man of culture. 
The drawing-room is an apartment more 
of the sort New England people call 
tho living room than the solemn and 
ceremonious salon. Picturesque con- 
fusion characterizes this apartment, 
which is library and smoking-room in 
one. Works of art are here from every 
quarter of tho civilized and semi-civil- 
ized globe — not only from all parts of 
Europe, but from Asia, from Africa, 
and from far oflF corners of America. 
They crowd chimney-pieces, consoles, 
tables, desks — the great carved oaken 
desk especially, where Dundreary sits 
and attends to his voluminous corres- 
pondonco. Within reach of the actor's 
hand is the embroidered valance, of the 
mantelshelf, which has Ijecn pressed 
into service in a somewhat eccentric 
fashi in; letters requiring immediate 
attention are pinned thpro open, their 
conspicuousness efi'ectually ])roventing 
their being over-looked and left too 
long unanswered. At all the windows, 
and oyer the entrance door, hang bas- 
kets filled with living bloom, each sus- 
pended by an odd sort of hook — arudo 
imitation in brass of a hand exorcising 
the evil eye. These hooks were sent 
as gifts from ^Mogador, in Morocco, as 
were several otlier objects in tho room 
— hanging scimeterH, brass claques, 
candelabra, ottomans. J^t is surprising 
how well the rough barbarism, in co- 
lors and execution, of the Moors, hai-- 
monizes with' the deep touts of Engli-sh 
medieval hangings and the rich sim- 
waii'in ^f'ro?;^'6'^"slir. M^PSf- as^iS 
sits at his broad desk, hangs a largo 
octagonal Ciiina plaque, a lovely piece, 
painted by an Italian artist. It bears 
the heads of two children, a blonde and 
a brunette, surrounded by a garland of 
majolica flowers, AvonderfuUy true, 
their colors deepened by the ruby vel- 
vet background of the suspended case. 
Tho desk is littered with .i. confusion of 
those small objects which tho Ameri- 
cans call "little bits' of things" — by 
which expression not Broken fragments

Tho Small-Fox In Brazil. 



A fearful story comes from Brazil, 
brought to New York on December 
25th by the captain of tho steamship 
Rio Janeiro. Ho describes the ravages 
of tho small-pox in Ceara, the capital 
of the province of that name, and says 
that just before sailing he met a gen- 
tleman from the infected region, who 
told him that the people of Ceara were 
dying with such rapidity and in .such 
groat numbers that it was impossible 
to make coflins fast enough to supply 
the demand, and, as a consequence, the 
people dug ditches and tumbled into 
them tho un.shrouded corpses, eight or 
ten at a time. The deaths from small- 
pox were as high as 500 and GOO daily 
in Ceara city alone, and it was with 
great difficulty that persons could be 
found to carry the victims to tho Wsti- 
ly -prepared ditches in which thoy.wern 
buried. When *ihe suiall-pox broke 
out the city was crowded with refugees 
from tha interior of the province, who 
had been driven thither by the terrible 
famine which so desolated tho province 
a few months ago. Among these ref- 
ugees, who were airoady weakened by 
tho famine they had undergone, the 
small-pox ragod with fearful violence, 
Tho Brazilian government was doing 
all in its power to alleviate the distress 
in the infected districts. Tho country 
outside of Ceara suffered less than tho 
city itself, simply because there vvere 
fewer people to be attacked by the dis- 
ease. During tho prevalence of the 
famine the government sent away all 
the people they could, about 30,000, 
scattering them nil over Brazil. One 
thousand people were sent to Uura, 
where they were employed by Collins 
Bros,, the Philadelphia contractors, for 
the construction of the Mamoro rail- 
road. Capt. "Weir said that while the 
ravages of small-poi in Ceara cannot 
be exaggerated, there is no truth in the 
report that the people in the interior of 
the province are compelled to devour 
carrion and corpses. Tho inhabitants 
left in the country are so few that the 
government now has no difficulty in 
supplying them with all the food they 
require. Concerning the Americans 
who went to Brazil to work on the 
Ma more railroad, one of the officers of 
the Rio Janeiro said that not more 
than 70; of iihem,\;;-vv,ere still at ^vork. 
Tho reniaintJ*!:' Bave scattered in all 
directions, finding it impossible to ac- 
commodate themselves to the climate 
and work. Those who can raise suf- 
ficient money to pay their passage are 
returning homo as fast as they can, but 
the large mnjority cannot get enough 
ahead to take them out of tho country.

An Ottawa dispatcli says: The Hon. 
Mr. Masson, Minister of Militia, was 
spoken to here yesterday -on military 
matters, and a local paper gives the fol- 
lowing report of tho personal views of 
the hon;" gentleman, which seem to be 
that at some time in the history of our 
Dominion such a thing as a small body 
of Canadian regulars, as a support to 
the police system, and to assist the 
strong arm of the law, would be neces- 
sary.. , But at the present time such a 
step is not practicable 'and hardly a 
necessity. There is one thing, how- 
ever, which should be arrived at, viz, 
the propagation among our young men 
of a military enthusiasm, and this spir- 
it ho would do his best to foster. So 
far as the existing militia of the coun- 
try was concerned, it would not be al- 
lowed to drop, more particularly the 
heavy ariu« aud artillery generally. 
UIou belonging fo regiments, either in 
the cities or in the country, should bo 
made to feel proud of the service, and 
on no account should. thej|faot be over- 
looked that tho country vtfluntaors, ful- 
ly as much as the city voluntocra, 
should bo encouraged and ciado profi- 
cient. There was no reason why they 
could not be made as ellieiciit as other 
corps, aud he held it to bo the impera- 
tive duty of every ono to assist in 
bringing about that end. So' far as 
drill in the schools was concerned, lie 
could not see his way clear to believe 
that drill instructions could be given in 
tho schools generally, but ho believed 
that in tho larger colleges and univer- 
sities. throughout, the whole Dominion 
tho students could bo inspired with a 
military .spirit. Arms, such as they 
would require, could be given them, 
and they could bo taught by their in- 
structors. Having acquired a knowl- 
edge of tho arms, and a spirit of mili- 
tary ardour having been infused among 
them, it would not be many years ere 
tho pupils of the whole country would 
have the same knowledge and spirit 
oproad abroad among thom.

It %vould appear that those "infernal 
maritime instruments of destruction" 
have nearly run the length of their 
tether. At any rate, it has boon as- 
certained beyond a doubt that by a 
Blight alteration in tho mechanical con- 
trivance of our rockets as used on board 
English men-of-war, the latter can be 
ns effectively, swiftly and surely used 
to carry destruction into the stronghold 
of an enemy as either a ."Whitehead " 
or a "Harvey." When it is considered 
that tlie cost of one "Whitehead" is 
not less than §1,500, while that of a 
rocket is only .$15, it appears well 
worth the expense of experiment. At 
any rate, such is' thejdea which must 
strike any economist 'of tho day. And 
if accuracy, combined with efficiency, 
can bo obtained from the latter to make 
it only an equal with a torpedo for tho 
means of warfare, surely in these vorj 
hard times it would bo as woll to set 
the " ocean-shower-raker-and-ship-slak- 
er" aside without listening to the idle 
crochets of the advocates of the sub- 
marine explosive, who, be it remarked, 
may be actuated by no less sordid mo- 
tives in its retention than an annual 
subsidy or, possibly, a very handsomo 
income. The rockets which have been 
tried by an officer of the Royal Navy 
travellod straighter, furUier and faster 
than any Knoiyri torpedo in existence. 

Last month Mr. J. Linton Chapman 
accused Miss Ilcsmer, tha American 
artist, of fraud, the specification being 
that she was trying to appropriate to 
herself the credit and emoluments of a 
valuable iiivorit'iori—t'o wit, a magnetic 
motor, when in point of fact said credit 
and emoluments belonged of right to 
Mr. J, Linton Chapman.

As 
he had no account at the Bank of Eng- 
land, that institution lost £100 by the 
transaction, whilst the Government 
gained one penny." 

Lunacy law reform promises to be- 
come one of the prominent subjects of 
agitation in England.

Eflbrts are 
being made to obtaintheappoiafcment of 
a royal commis'sioh tb inquire into tho 
whole subject.
